The original plan was to drive the 
one into a small inner 
corral entirely screened off from the 
This inner corral 
was so narrow that they would have 
no freedom of movement, and the 
idea was to kill them one by one 
with the humane killer out of sight 
of the remainder of the herd. But 
almost from the first the deer showed 
themselves suspicious. They refused 
to allow themselves ,to be driven 
anywhere near the entrance to the 
slaughter chamber, and showed that 
they were determined to stay in the 
half of the corral furthest away 
from it. Another method was then 
adopted. This was to send two 
marksmen into the corral to shoot 
down the bucks in lots of about 
twelve or fourteen, removing the 
careasses when this had been done, 
and then shooting another lot. 


THE SHOOTING 


Before the shooting started the 
deer were driven along the [ark 
wall that formed one side of the 
long corral. Here they stood about 
four or five ns their flanks 
parallel to the wall. Picking out 
the older bucks, which, of course, 
stood a head higher than the young 
fawns and doe, the marksmen aimed 
at them behind the ear, or, if they 
happened to turn round, between the 
eyes. At least two of those selected 
for slaughter when the marksman 
was pointing his gun at them looked 
at him as calmly and motionlessly 
as if they were posing for a camera. 
With each shot an animal fell, and 
the herd would run a little, the 
young ones leaning up into the air; 
but in a minute .aey would settle 
down again, moving no more than 
if they had been grazing in the open 
Park. 

Generally, the marksmanship was 
good. Of about twelve an /rish 
Times reporter saw killed, about 
eight dropped at the first shot and 
were dead in a few seconds. Of the 
others, two which dropped at the 
first shot continued to kick in their 
death agony for more than a few 
seconds, but an attendant with a 
humane killer went quickly over and 
finished them off. Two got away, 
badly wounded, possibly due to a 
sudden turn of their heads as the 
marksmen fired. These ran head-on 
against the wooden fence in a mad 
effort to get away, and then turned 
back and ran among the herd. In 
these cases it was a minute or so 
before the men with the guns could 
get a clear aim at them again and 
bring them down.

BLUE COMMANDO PLATOON'S- 
DARING RAID 


FROM AN “IRISH 
SOMEWHERE

The battle of the bridge, which Í 
forecast in my last report as the 
inevitable resuit of the threat to the 
east flank of the Blue Army, 
developed in the Jate evening. The 
Blues insinuated a considerable force 
between the Red trestle bridge and 
the hilly ground on the south side 
of the river, which the Reds had} 
tasen in the morning. As soon as 
this new position was discovered by 
the Red Army, a somewhat confused 
battle began. Smoke screens were 
used te hinder observation; rifle 
anj machine-gun fire was continuous, 
and the losses on both sides mounted 
quickly. ‘The Blue movement de- 
veloped into a strong co-ordinating 
counter-attack, and the Reds suffered 
heavy losses. By nightfall it was 
impossible to tell whether the Reds 
could maintain their bridgehead and 
the grip they had obtained on Blue 
ground. The counter-attack was 
going strongly when the “ Cease 
Fire” order was received. Before 
the fight had run its complete 
course, however, the truce was 
declared. 


EXCITING INCIDENT 


The most exciting thing in the 
recent fighting was a Commando 
raid. After a _ period of hop- 
ping about in Redland, as though 
it were on a hot plate, the raiders 
returned minus eighteen men. A 
daring dash took them from their 
own lines well into Red country, 
and they proceeded to make them- 
selves as big a nuisance as possible. 
Picked men, they used all their 
practised wiles in getting past Red 
watchers until they came to a con- 
centration of troops, whom they 
immediately attacked. Mobility 
was their most important defence, 
and, by shifting rapidly from place 
to lace, they confused their 
enemies, and were able to get away 
from each affray without being 
scattered. 

They captured a town by creating 
the illusion that their numbers were 
greater than they were. After firing 
a volley from one position, they ran 
to others in small parties, fired again 
and then repeated the manceuvre. 
The rapid bursts of fire from different 
directions tangled up the Reds’ im- 
cage of attack, made them 
elieve that an overwhelming force 
was attacking the town, and in the 
end the Reds withdrew. 

The terrier-like raiders slipped 
into the town, but some idea of t “ir 
real strength got to enemy ears, and 
a counter-attack began almost at 
once. The way back to their own 
lines was a kind of gauntlet-running, 
and all the cunning of their prac- 
tised leader was called on to keep 
his band intact. 


CIVILIAN INTEREST 


Civilian interest in the exer- 
cises ‘has been extremely keen 
in the areas in which the 


action has been taking place, and 
the news of the world war nas been 
put into second place. The indeci- 
sive nature of the position at the end 
of hostilities led to a great deal of 
disappointment among both soldiers 
and civilians, and, in particular, 
among the people of the towns and 
villages, where the mimic war is the 
only thing talked about just now.

According to our 
representative, who attended the 
operations, the plans for individual 
private slaughter of the animals 
miscarried, and some sixty of 
them—all bucks—-were shot down 
as they stood in the herd. It 
had been the intention of the 
contractors to use the humane 
killer; but, apparently, all their 
efforts to isolate the deer failed, 
with the result that the animals 
were slaughtered by rifle fire. We 
are informed that, generally, the

Spanish Problems 


The political changes which have 
been announced in Spain may be 
summed up in a few words: Sefior 
Serrano Sufier has been dismissed. 
Sefior Sufier, who is General 
Franco’s brother-in-law, has been 
Foreign Minister in Spain for the 
last two years. He also has been 
virtual head of the Falangist 
Party, being subordinate in this 
organisation only to the Caudillo 
himself. In the public mind, out- 
side Spain, Sefior Sujier has been 
associated since the outbreak of 
war with the pro-Axis movement. 
Indeed, he has made no secret of 
his general sympathies; but it 
seems that of Jate he has not beer 
quite so enthusiastic in his support 
of Germany and Italy as he was 
immediately after the collapse of 
France. He has been replaced as 
Foréign Minister by General 
Francisco Gomez Jordana, who 
was General Franco’s original 
Foreign Minister in January, 
1938; but it would be unwise to 
assume that his return to office 
will involve any real change in 
Spain’s foreign policy. Sefior 
Sufier not only has been removed 
from the Foreign Office. He also 
has been dismissed from the 
general direction of the Falangist 
Political Committee, which has 
been taken over by General Franco 
himself. For some time past, 
apparently, the Falangist Party 
has been divided into two contend- 
ing factions. One has been headed 
by Sefior Sufier ; the other by Sefior 
José Luis de Arrese, Secretary 
General of the party, who is de- 
scribed as a fanatical supporter 
of the “Axis.” At first sight, 
therefore, Sefior Sufier’s removal 
might seem to be a victory for 
the pro-Axis elements in Spain, 
in spite of his reputation as a 
sympathiser with Herr Hitler and 
Signor Mussolini; but internal 
politics in Spain are exceedingly 
complicated, and it is quite pos- 
sible that, from the international! 
point of view, the reshuffle of 
Ministerial posts, which involves 
several other prominent personali- 
ties, will prove to have no par- 
ticular significance. It must be 
remembered that, in the nature of 
things, Spain’s foreign policy is, 
and must continue to be, wholly 
opportunist. General Franco is 
in an exceedingly awkward posi- 
tion. His first and most pressing 
problem is to provide enough to 


exhausted by one of the cruellest 
and most bitterly contended civil 


Few people outside Spain 
realise the extreme gravity of 
her economic situation. Neutral 


Spanish people are suffering more 
acutely from lack of foodstuffs 
than almost any of the 
belligerents, and, as ‘hey de- 
pend very largely on sea-borne 
supplies, particularly of wheat 
and other cereals, General 
Franco, like Agag, has to walk 
delicately. His main concern 
is to keep his country out 
of the war, and give its people a 
chance to recover from the effects 
of their internecine quarrels. 
Naturally enough, his sympathies 
are with the Fascist form of 
totalitarian government. His own 
system of National-Syndicalism 
approximates in its essentials to 
the Fascist system in Italy and 
the National-Socialist system in 
Germany; and his whole régime 
is based on hatred of Communism. 
Particularly since the entry of 
Russia into the war, therefore, 
one would expect General Franco 
to favour the ‘‘Axis’’ cause. To 
favour it, however, is one thing; 
to give it active support in the 
field is another. Spain cannot 
afford to become involved in the 
world war. Consequently, she 
cannot afford to have unduly 
biassed elements in her Cabinet. 
So far as we can understand the 
situation, it looks as if General 
Franco is making a genuine effort 
to maintain Spain’s neutrality at 
all costs, and that he is trying to 
build up a Cabinet of patriotic 
Spaniards who will be deaf to the 
blandishments of all the belli- 
gerents. The food problem in 
Spain is so acute that it over- 
shadows all others. In order to 
keep the people on the barest level 
of subsistence, General Franco 
must retain the good-will, or at 
least the tolerance, of both sets of 
belligerents. He depends for sea- 
borne supplies on Great Britain, 
the United States, and the Latin 
Republics of South America; in 
other respects he is almost equally 
dependent on the German Reich. 
Whatever may be the wishes of his 
colleagues, the Caudillo probably 
thinks that, win, lose or draw, 
Spain would be utterly ruined by 
participation in the war; and we 
are convinced that it is in order 
to ensure the maintenance of 
Spanish neutrality that he has 
decided to re-form his Cabinet, 
and get rid of his ambitious 
brother-in-law.

Shrines of the People 


In most countries these wooden 
statues have been the shrines of the 
people down through the. ages. 
Unfortunately, after the disestablish- 
ment of the monasteries in Ireland 
and the Penal Days comparatively 
few remained. Since Miss MacLeod 
hegan her work she has made some 
interesting “ finds.” 

The fact that the now famous 
wooden statue of Our Lady of 
Dublin {new a shrine in the Car- 
melite Church in Whitefriars street) 
was found after centuries in a second- 
hand dealer's shop in Dublin is sig- 
nificant. This old statne was orizi- 
nally in St. Mary’s Abbey, a Cis- 
tercian monastery, which for genera- 
tions exercised enormous power in 
Jrish life, and frequently extended 
hospitality to various Viceroys. 

An ivory Madonna was found in 
Cork.
